Special Effort to CHpture Lukban, on 


Iwlnnd of Samur—General Grant'* 
Operation!:—A Filipino Stronghold 
Near Manila'Reduced. 


Manila, Nov. 10.—Last week witnessed 


n very considerable increase in rebel and 
American activity iu the field. Muny 
skirmishes occurred and several small en- 
gagements iu northern and southern Lu- 
zon. Tie tei munition of the rains permits 
a resumption of operations on both sides. 


The Americans are undertaking a se- 


ries of aggressive movements against the 
insurgents, notably upon the island of 
Samar against General Lukban, whose 
forces hold the entiie island with the ex- 
ception of three coast towns, each of 
which is garrisoned by two companies 
of the Twenty-ninth infantry and a pla- 
toon of artillery. 


The rebels are continually shooting into 


the garrisoned towns, und our forces have 
not been sntiicicnt to retaliate effectively. 
Commerce in Samar has been at a stand- 
still, nnd most of the influential inhabit- 
ants have depart eel. General Hare has 
arrived there with 250 men. 
He will 


bring eight companies of the Second in- 
fantry from the island of Marindixiue, as 
they may be needed, and will proceed en- 
ergetically to crush General Lukban. 
Meanwhile United States gunboats will 
patrol the coast to prevent the escape of 
the insurgent leader. Lukban still holds 
three members of the Forty-third regi- 
ment prisoner*. 


'jfhe rilles which the party of Captain 


Deverenux Shields of Company F. Twen- 
ty-ninth volunteer infnntrj, loHt last Sep- 
tember in Marinduqne at the time of the 
capture have uot yet been recovered from 
the Filipinos. All the Marinducjue garri- 
sons are being continued. 


The Fourteenth infantry, which recent- 


ly arrived from China, will relieve the 
Twenty-first infantry from Manila, and 
the Twenty-lirct will relieve- the Th'uty- 
eighth infantry from southern Luzon, 
the Thirty-eighth infantry proceeding to 
the inland of Paruij to re-enforce the 
troops there.

At tho end of the 
fourth day I was without food. I bad a 
seneution of coldness in the body, although 
it was midsummer. This sensation was 
followed by dull pain, afterward aoute, in 
tho pit of tho stomach. It was milike any 
pain I hnd ever experienced/ It culminat- 
ed iu whiTt I can describe only as the sink- 
ing sensation, wliioh has been described 
by those who havo come upon a great ca- 
hmiiiy, or has been experienced -when in a 
dream a, person totters on a projection 
overhanging un a"byss.' Then caiuo the 
sensation of thirst and my inability to 
ilake that thirst. Yes, there were foun- 
tains, but not for mo. While in this tor- 
tiiro I Ktnggiavd before a mirror in the 
room and took a look at myself. I shall 
always regret it. My eyes stared. The first 
thought was that I was going crazy. I 
was emaciated. I had a widaverous coun- 
tenance. I concluded to speak to myself. 
My voice was hollow nnd dry. Then came 
iho sensation of-inability to make any ex- 
ortion whatever. I savir the light going 
out ns I have seen it go oat in tho sky long 
after sunset. I groped in darkness. Then 
there-was tho sensation of delirium. There 
is no way in which that can be described. 


"Kome luor.tha after my recovery from 


this condition I explained to a specialist 
what I havo told you. The specialist asked 
mo if at any time I had a desiro to eat 
anybody I saw. 
I confessed that I had 


not. 
'i'lio specialist said--that a celebrated 


French scholar had asserted that the hog 
Is in every man and that it only required 
a condition oi starvation to develop tho 
aniinul. Tho samo specialist gaverao some 
data en starvation, disclaiming any orig- 
inality, but thnt does not detract from its 
interest. It may come handy to you some 
day, nud I will give it to you. 
" 'Man in a starving process,' he said, 


'would die in eight to 11 days. The period 
depends upon his condition at the start. 
In the process of tho disease 40 per cent of 
the weight of tho body is consumed. 
Ninety-three per cent of tho weight of fat 
disappears; of tho blood, 75 per cent; of 
tho spleen, 71; of tho liver, 52; of tho 
heart, 44; of tho bowels and muscles, 43; 
of the bones, 16; of the eye, 10; of tho 
skin, 38; of the lungs, 82. Of tho nervous 
system only 3 per cent is wasted.' 


"From this he concluded that, in starv- 


ing tho brain died last."—New York Sun.

A visitor to one of the government offices 


where women are employed In one of our 
cities desires to give an exact account of 
what ho suw and heard there. Ho was 
conducted by tho superintendent, an old 
man of largo experience. Tho last room 
inspected was filled with women nt work. 


The visitor remarked: "This is n higher 


class of women than that employed at tho 
eamo work in some other kinds of busi- 
ness. These women have been educated, 
and have refined faces and voices. I should 
judge they are not used to manual labor of 
any kind." 


"They are not," was the reply. "In al- 


most every case they are the widows or 
daughters of men whose income died with 
them, but who, while living, gave to thoir 
families luxuries beyond their means. 


"That young girl by the window was in 


fashionable society in New York two years 
ago. 
Ker father, with a salary of $5,000, 


lived fur beyond his means. Tho woman 
in mourning is the widow of a physician 
whoso income averaged $0,000. He prob- 
ably spent $8,OUO. 


"That pule girl is the daughter of a 


innstiir builder who lived comfortably 
among his old friends until ho was seized 
with political ambition. He moved into a 
fine house, hnd his carriage, servnnts and 
gave bolls. He died, and his daughter 
earns $13 a week, on which she supports 
her mother. There is hardly a woman 
hero who is not tho v ictim of the vulgar 
ambition which makes a family ape its 
wcnlthiiir neighbors in its outlay." 


"That is an ambition not peculiar to 


us Americans," said the visitor. 


"It is more common among us because 


in other countries socinl position depends 
upon birth, while hero it is usually fixed 
by in on uy. How many families in every 
class do you know who arc pretending to 
a larger pecuniary wealth than they have?" 


The \ isitor passes on the question to the 


reader.—Youth's Companion.

do not suffice to maintain the stnminn o£

In St. Nicholas there is on article on 


"Steering Without n Compass" by Guatav 
Kobbe. The author says: 
• 


That sailors prefer not to steer by com- 


pass must have struck you as one curious 
foot. Here is another — a steersman can 
keep his ship better on her course at night, 
if it be clear, than during tho day. "Look 
aliead, get u star and steady her head by 
it " So says tho A. B. of thu ocean to the 
sailor who bus not yet won bis degree, for 
to tho helmsman the stars are like the 
pillar of fire in Scripture. 
They are the 


hands on tho 'dial of tbo night. They 
twinkle "good evening" to poor Jack as 
he sits up aloft or stands at tho helm, and 
wink "good morning" and "goodby" to 
him with daylight. It is obvious that the 
"to" or "off" movement of a vessel can 
be more quickly detected by a small, 
bright object like a star dead ahead than 
by the monotonous swesp of the horizon or 
by peering Into the compass box. 
The 


same ancient mariner who told me about 
measuring tho length of the off and in 
shore legs by tho Hfe of candles told ire 
that onco, when tho oil in tho binnacle 
lamps gave out and he was steering by a 
star, ho occasionally struck a match and 
looked at the compass "to see if the star 
had moved any." He was a genuine "sea 
cook,"this ancient mariner, being steward 
of the vessel on which I was sailing, and 
he would bob up out of tbo cook's galley 
amidships like a seal bobbing xip through 
a hole in tho ico and proceed to spin yarns. 


\Vhonthe lookout sings out, "Lund hoi" 


and has replied to tho officer's "Where 
away?" a star over tho rock or other dan- 
ger may bo noted and brought down in 
line \vith thu poiut on the 'compass and its 
proper bearing obtained. 


"The stars," said u sea captain tome, 


"move apparently fro^n east to west, so 
thn.t when we find our first star will no 
longer do we select another. This is the 
case with all but the north or pole star, 
which is in line with two certain stars in 
tho Great Bear or Dipper, and tho orbit is 
so small that it is a good guide for all 
night, and we can oven detect errors of the 
compass by it." 


Tho north star is, of course, as true as 


or oven truer than the most accurate com- 
pass. To tho "other things" that sailors 
steer by the compass is, however, what 
steam is to electricity. To produce an 
electric light you require a dynamo. To 
run tbo dynamo you need steam. Yon 
may feel tho w ind on your moist brow or 
hnnd, but the direction from which it 
blows you eau— except in case of the regu- 
lar trade winds or unless you arc up 5n 
seu lore— tell only from the compass.' Then 
by Falling close to tho wind you can keep 
on that course without looking n t tbo coin -

For the control of large crowds New 


York policemen havo been regarded as 
more effective than those of any other city 
in the world. 


It 1ms been said that Now Yorkers will 


stand more police dictation than \* ould bo 
endured by the people of London or Paris 
and will submit without complaining to 
being ordered about and even clubbed by 
tho autocrat with brass buttons. 
Recent 


observations have tended to confirm the 
belief that tbo police of this city are be- 
uotuing jessdpniiueering, whilo they are no 
less effective in tho protection of tbo public 
when the streets arc filled with crowds. 


There w, a time, remembered by many 


New Yorkers, when it was hardly safe to 
usk a lordly policeman a plain question. 
He was Inclined to make reply by a "stiff 
punch "with tho end of his big night stick 
The art of clubbing was practiced with 
such impunity that tho average citizen re 
yarded a policeman with fear and trom- 
bliug. Alec Williams was in his glory 
then, and the ''boss clubber" was nn ob- 
ject of BO much interest that people would 
stop zvnd gaze at him with curiosity as ho 
strode about tho streets. His declaration 
that there was "more law in the end of a 
policeman's club than in u decision of tho 
court of appeals" had vj eight then. It was 
the custom in those days to control crowds 
in the streets by thofreo use of brute force. 
People were so much accustomed to exhi- 
bitions of violence that there was HO pub- 
lic outcry when a squad of police chased a 
crowd of unoffending men back from a 
flre with ti shower of blows and a deluge 
ot awful threats. 


Old time police ofllcizte have declared 


that the riot of 1803 was responsible for 
much polico brutality in tho yours that fol- 
lowed. Tho polico had to fight hard on 
that occasion, and their only weapon was 
tho club. When they closed with tho jnob, 
their orders wore, "Tako no prisoners." 
Inspector Carpenter, who led in tho fight- 
ing, gave tho additional command,l< Wher- 
o\er you see a head hit it." 
When tho 


riot was over, tho citizens of New York 
united in praise of tho polico, who hail 
earned the designation of "the finest." 
Later tho members of tho force never failed 
to distinguish themselves in fights ugainht 
disorderly crowds, but they often failed to 
make distinction between rowdies who d*< 
served to bo clubbed and unoffending citi 
zens who were entitled to protection and 
considerate treatment. 
Thu habit of 


"charging the crowds" with drawn cluba 
remained fixed for years, and it was not 
until tbo commissioners amended tho rules 
so us to require u policeman to keep his 
club in his belt unless ho was obliged to 
draw it in self defense that tho practice 
was dropped. Even in holding polico linos 
at tiros or at groat parades it wus Jho cua- 
torn of policemen to use their clubs in 
pushing book persons who got over the 
lino, and it was a common thinf; to see a 
policeman reach over and hit tho heads of 
people who wero being pushed toward the 
front by crowds iu tho rear. Tho sight of 
waving clubs was an inseparable feature 
of every great parade In Broadway and 
Fifth avenue, and smashed hats, if not 
broken heads, were often the results of too 
much eagerness to get in the front rank of 
sightseers. 


The ability of the polico to handle Inrge 


crowds without tho use of clubs was first 
demonstrated nt the great Columbian pn- 
radoa in New York. Never were the side- 
walks in Broadway more densely crowded 
nt a passing show. At all tho corners of 
side streets stood trucks, four or five at 
each corner, piled high with spectators. 
People pushed their way in solid masses 
between the trucks, blocking the outlets 
from Broadway and threatening to force 
the police lines. Tho orders of Superin- 
tendent Byrnos against clubbing wore pos- 
itive and explicit, and it would have been 
ruukless for policemen to use their clubs In 
such an emergency. Mounted policemen 
were stationed at the street comers, and 
they used their horses in pushing buck the 
crowds. Soue cf the well trained animals 
appeared to understand tho work cut out 
for them as well as their riders. 
They 


would loan up against crowds and push, 
making short, careful stops, us if mindful 
of the feet that wero near their iron shod 
hoofs. 


It was at tho time of the centennial 


parades also that the system of telephone 
stations along the line was first put into 
operation. Mr. Byrnes was able to sit in 
his office at police headquarters and hear 
tho music of tho bauds and the cheors of 
tho multitude at any point from which he 
desired to get information. Ho was able 
also to strengthen tho police lines at a 
place wl?<)ro a crowd increased unexpected- 
ly by sending a reserve force from tho 
nearest station. 


The advantages of n complete telephone 


service were demonstrated in the centen- 
nial parade. Several persons were hurt at 
overcrowded stands or fainted in ths crush 
of pushing people, and in every case am- 
bulances were summoned from tho near- 
est hospitals without delay. 


At recent large parades and on other oc- 


casions when tho police have had to con- 
trol largo crowds in the streets it has been 
noticed that all the policemen caarry their 
clubs attached to their belts and wavo 
only their hands whoa they order people 
to movo back-. They have received tho 
most positive orders not to be rude or uso 
unnecessary forco in keeping tho lines, but, 
on the contrary, to mingle gentleness with 
firmness. 


It must not he supposed, however, that 


oil the members of tho force arc fond of 
the new method, and there are instances 
x when a policeman will exhibit the domi- 
neering manner.which members of the 
force often displayed 20 years ago.—New 
York Tribuno.

BOXING AND' SPARRING. 


Ho Other ExervUo Call* Into Pl*y So 


Many of the Hu»cles. 


There is no other exercise that calls in- 


to action so many muscles -as sparring. 
Tho not of ducking to avoid a blow is per- 
formed by neck,1 arm, chest, abdominal, 
back, thigh, leg and foot muscles. It is 
assorted by gymnasium directors and in 
works on anatomy and training that the 
biceps and tho other muscles on the front 
of tho anii take no part in the delivery of 
a blow in sparring. If this wero true, 
thero could be no such thing as an "up- 
per ouft" blow, nor would the fighter who 
gets his opponent's head "In chancery" 
ho ablu to do any damage to that oppo- 
nent's face. The mechanism of tbo "upper 
cut" is as follows, beting generally deliv- 
ered with the right arm: The limb being 
flexed (bent at the elbow), with tho hips 
nnd knees slightly bent, thu hips and 
knees are rapidly straightened^ while tho 
body is carried forward by the contraction 
of the muscles on the front of the 'thigh 
and knco joint. At tho samo time tho flexed 
arm is carried forward and upward. If 
the opponent has been ablo to recover par- 
tially and move the trunk and head back, 
he may be so far awuy that the arm is al- 
most straight when tho blow is struck, in 
which case tbo triceps, the front fibers of 
the deltoid and tho upper fibers of the pec- 
toralis major furnish the motive power, 
tho triceps straightening the arm and 
other muscles carrying tho upper arm and 
shoulder forward. 
. 


But tho opponent may bo' so clq'so'thaJ 


the blow is delivered whilo ttic?'nriu is stil! 
bent «t tho elbow—sometimes almost at a 
right angle. In this wise the triceps take 
but little part In the blow, which is deliv- 
ered through the combined notion |of >thO'i 
front fibers of tho deltoid, tho upper fibers 
of tbo poctoralis major, tho biceps, tho 
brachialis antlcus, tho coraoo .brachiolis 
and tho suplnator locgus. The bicojis is 
tho great ilex«>r (or bender) of the fore- 
arm, aud is assisted by the brachialis 
unti-jus, a broad, flat wusclo 
Ijlng 


under tho biceps and on both sides of it. 
After having flexed the forearm, these 
muscles, continuing to act, curry tho limb 
upward. Tho snpinator longus acts first 
to turn tho hand over after it has been 
turned backwcrd; continuing to act, it 
flexes the forearm. The trapexins muscles 
on tho upper part of tho back and running 
up to the skull not only help to draw tho 
arm back, but pull the head back to pot it 
out of tho way of tin iid\unciug blow. 
When a sparrcr throws his guard up to 
protect tho fuce or neck, tho urni move- 
ment is performed by •various muscles be- 
tween thcwri.st joint and tho middle of the 
back und by tho upper chest muscles, while 
at tho sumo tinio muscles of tho trunk, 
thighs and legs maintain tho stability of 
tho body, which take part in tho move- 
ment.—Chicago Chronicle.

CUT IN WAR PRICES. 


Secretary Gfage to Recommend a Re- 


duction of $15,000,000 a Year. 


Secretary of the Treasury Gage will 


probably recommend a reduction of not 
more than $15,000,000 a jear in the war 
revenue taxes. 


"Estimates are now being made," said 


Ooinm'iss'iifjer of Internal Eevenue Wai 
don, "on the basis of the repeal of all 
the proprietary stamp taxes and the re 
peal 6J1 toe. documentary stamp taxes on 
notes, mortgagee], telegrams and express 
receipts." The commissioner will sub 
mita report to Secretary Gtge showing, 
as nearly as possible, how much leverim 
will be cut off by this means. 


Repeal of the proprietor? stamp tax 


will reduce the revenues about $5,000, 
000 a year. It is imposoible to make 
such close estimates as to the amount 
that will be cut off by the repeal of the 
other toxes. It is rougbly estimated, 
however, that the total reduction by 
the proposed repeals will be about 810, 
000.000. Strong efforts will be maJe to 
liave the beer tax reduced, but it is not 
believed tbo condition of the treasury 
will admit of such reduction.

Itspoplar.and wiiito- 
wood ;U'0 harder and heavier tlum the sauio 
wodd product in tho western states. 


Another wood worthy of note is the 


tvMto oak. Like all the native woods, its 
grain is exceptionally haudsomc, taking 
all ports of ourls and waves, and its irreg- < 
nlnr lines strougly ilailnal, producing a 
line effect wheii polished. 


Trees thnt have attuiued a great age are 


notably rich iu murking, as Was found in 
the Bryant ouk, an inmiwiso tree on tbo 


et's estate at lioslyn, which u few jears 


agn was inHtonined by springs at its root. 


The tree was storeil away to season ,'ind 


preserved for tho family's uso, to be umile 
into furuituru. 
Oa learning "that it had 


bocn n landmark for over u century and u 
favorite with many olil residents, Miss 
Julia Bryuiit presented ono of the long 


shi'to an old friund and neighbor, who 


luu: the wood converted into 'small articles 
lor library usu, such as paper knives, pen- 
bolclurs and inkstands.. Ihcso wcro sold at 
fairs for thu benefit of the Home l?or 
Fr>ejKilos.« Children, a county institution 
that Mr. 13ryunt hud bocn greatly inter- 
ested iu. 


A wood not ns well known or appreci- 


ated by shipwrights as it should be is tho 
Loujt Island chestnut. It has proved rnoro 
durable th:m white oak. The old sloop 
JO.lowikl, built over <JO years, ago ond al- 
ways in cbiuiuiSMou, ij tint bored entirely 
with cl'ostmit, anil not an inch of this 
wood has nmlcd attention. 


Lon™ Island is also noted for its yellow 


locust nnd black walnut, aucl there is uono 
finer in any j;art of tho country than those 
found on tbo north shore. An amateur 
geologise accounts for this by the fact that 
largo amounts of siheii are iu tho clay un- 
derlying the Hiirince soil, nnil that doubt- 
less this quality in their earth food gives 
Long IsJimd timber its superiority in 
beauty aud durubihty and explains tho 
Imrflni'ss so wir.rmg to workmen's tools.—

A 
ourry powder is used with great success 
in seasoning fish sauces and vegetable 
dishes as well as meats, and a little of this 
powder in soups adds to their flavor.

paprika, 6 ounces of ginger, half an ounce 
each of cardamom seed, cummin seed, 
mace and cinnamon and 8 ounces of i-i •• 1- 
auder seed.

1'ako u boiled fov.l and cut it into 
pieces of the proper size, removing the 
skin and bones and sprinkling the flesh 
lightly with salt. Cut a good sized onion 
into small pieces and put it into a frying 
pan with 8 tablespoonfuls of butter; cook 
five minutes; add half a chopped green 
pepper and cook flvo minutes longer; stir 
in 2 tablespoonfuls of flour and a tetispoon- 
fuls of ourry powder and stir until it is 
frothy, slowly add a pint of tho liquid in 
which tho chicken was cooked, after re- 
moving the grease carefully. Now press 
the milk from the grated cocoanut and 
add it to the other Ingredients with a tea- 
spoonful of sugar. Allow these to cook 
slowly ten minutes. Put into a saucepan 
tho prepared meat and strain the ourry 
BUUCO over it; add the juice of half a leru- 
on; cover tho pun and let the contents just 
bubble for 20 minutes; then serve. A few 
raisins or pieces of apricots are frequently 
added with tho other ingredients; then the 
sugar and Ionian may be omitted.—New 
STork Sun. 


Tho Old Plantation Organization, 


From thu industrial standpoint, the old 


plantation organization was a very perfect 
one. 
Groat cxcuu'ive ability was required 


to inanago it, and tho lordly owner of 
these vast estates was far from the idle, 
sport loving or politics talking spendthrift 
that bo is commonly supposed to have 
been. If ho kept his property together and 
took care of all his dependents, ho was a 
busy, hard worked man. 


The model planter of those days pro- 


duced at homo everything that was needed 
to feed and clotho his slaves and, to a great 
extent, also, his own family. 
Except in 


a few sections of the south, where tho 
lands were especially well adapted to rice, 
cotton or sugar and yielded such great 
profits that it paid tho planter to devote all 
of ' his labor to their poduction alone, the 
wheat, corn and meat to feed the people, 
and, to a largo extent, tho cotton, wool 
and leather to clothe them, were produced 
and 
manufactured 
upon tho planta- 


tions. Almost all largo farms bad grist- 
mills and many had flouring mills. 
Nearly every large cstato had its tannery 
and shoo factory, its blacksmith, wagon 
and implement shops, and its spinning 
and weaving factories also. 
The older 


plantations in tho tip country were filled 
with these and other kinds of industries, 
nearly all of which have since disappeared. 
The old planter and his dependents lived 
thus to a largo extent upon the* products 
of his estate, which were manufactured, 
in a somewhat crude way perhaps, upon 
the estate. Only the iron and steel, the 
finer groceries, a few medicines and some 
of tho richer cloths for the use of the own- 
er's family wore purchased in tho cities. 
Almost everything else was made upon 
the farm or purchased from the small fac- 
tories belonging to the country.—Southern 
States.
